BAYARD TAYLOR, 
DEATH OF OUR MINISTER TO BERLIN.

Minister to Germany, died in this Capital at 4 
o’clock this afternoos, He, passed away from 
Ute as though sinking into steep. Until re- 
cently a decided improvement in his condition 
has been perceptible, and the tidings of his 
sudden death will arouse universal grief ard 
sorrow, because the deceased gentleman, al- 
though only aceredited a short time, was a uni- 
versal favorite.

His greatest achieve- 
ment in this line was that of writing nearly a

able thing about this was that the book arrived 
in New York one morning, and the next the 
review appeared with several columns of 
metrical translations of the poems, retaining 
their original vigor and strength, 

He went to the Icelandic Millennial for the 
Tribune, and just before landing it was suggest- 
ed that a poem should be written for the occa- 
sion. Seating himself, surrounded as he was 
by his friends, he wrote that gem, “ Iceland’s 
Thousand Years.’’ In response to a toast at the 
celebration, he spoke in the native language, 
and astonished all present. He has been at 
work for years on bis life of Geotne, but has 
only gathered the material thus far, and not 
written a word. His appointment as Minister 
was the crowning glory ‘and honor of bis life, 
and has been the cause of bis death.

Why He Is Opposed to Turning the Indians 
Over to the War Department. 75 

Wasnmorox, D. C., Dec. 17.—As they are 
doing nothing of much account in Congress 
except trying to defeat Hayes’ appointments on 
the Republican side and renominate Tilaen by 
investigation on the Democratic, 1 shail take 
out of my ear what isin it and then walk off 


on it. 

One day I walked into the office of Gen. 
Schurz, Secretary of the Interior. A little cius- 
ter of gentiemen had been waiting for him, 
among them Postmaster Hayes, of St. Louis, 
and Huntington, Vice-President of the Central 
Pacific Railroad. The latter bull-head made 
himself scarce very soon. I had no time to talk 
to Schurz on any other question than the trans- 
fer of the Indian Bureau from the Interior to 
the War Department. At the moment ttie Sec- 
retary had returned from making a speech or 
statement before the Special Committee of 
Coogress. Said I: 

„General, are the military officers really de- 
sirous of add the indian Burcau to their 
other responsibilities?” 

“They are perfectly crazy on the subject,” 
said Schurz. f 

“Why don’t you let them have it then, an 
be rid of a burdensome and thankless job f“ 

„Because I don't believe that the public tn- 
terests will be subserved by that transfer. The 
reiations of the War Department with the In- 
dans have seldom been matters of good exam- 
ple. They moved the Cherokees from Georgia 
to the Arkansas, and it is a matter of record 
that it cost §7,000,000,—the most flagrant ex- 
penditure in our history. That was consider- 
ably more than $100 a bead, although the trans- 
fer was comparatively easy, down the Tennessee 
River and Ohio, and down the Mississippi and 
up the Arkansas. The soldier is a cavalier by 
avocation. He spends money without any of 
the sense of economy which civil officers feel.“ 

„General.“ said I, I used to be of the opin- 
ion when I paid some attention to this subject, 
that the army did better for the Indians than 
the politicians and agents!“ 

“] know that view is held by very many,” 
said the Secretary, but I don’t think it * 
from a gorrectSkoowledge of the tacts. Now, 
there is a notion abroad that nearly all the In- 
dian wars arise from defalcations or swindles 
the Indian Agents. That is not true at all. 
Almost all the indian ware sprang out of the 
encroachments of wintes upon the Indians’ 
country, aud out of the imperfect execution of 
treaties r occurring through the inad- 
vertence or ill-timed parsimony of Congress. 
The Sioux war of 1852-’S4, for example, which 
in its different revivals and continuances cost 
fifty millions of dollars, arose from stealing 
one cow. The Indians found the cow 
roving out of a herd and to 
make a meal. There were a good many of 
them ed iu it, and it w 
offense and not committed in 
chief. 
demanded the cow; as the cow was in the 
stomachs of a score or more of them, they 
naturally replied: ‘We have no cow.“ 
we want the man who took the cow,’ said the 
officer. There was no man individualiy who had 
done that thing. The military then attempted 
to arrest the Indians, and a skirmish and loss of 
life ensued which cost the Government fifty 
millions.“ 

Have you been weeding out the Indian 
Agents who were here before you came into 
office, Mr. Secretary ?” 

“Yes. Out of I bave kept about one-half 
ora Are (Probably I have the figures 


wrong ) 

Mr. Secretary, is it your decided belief that 
the true method to deal with the Indians is to 
keep on at the slow process of teaching them in- 
dustries, agriculture, and arts? 

That is the only respectable and the cheap- 
est method we can adopt. It has been a suc- 
cess often in extreme cases. it used to be said 
that the Apaches, for example, were too wild 
ever to go to work. Nevertheless they have 
quietly settled Gown, at present raising crops 
and giving us no trouble. Tne old tribes in the 
Indian Territory are not only industrious, but, 
in many cases, rich. Even the Sioux, who were 
shy as the deer and prowling like the woll, are 
now carrying their own sdyp 
souri River great distances across the plains to 
their lodges. Wegivethem waguns and they 
supply the penies and the teameters. I suppose 

ou know that several of the older tribes have 
arge deposits of mopey—many millions—in- 
vested by the Government to their account.“

Weil, Gen. Sheridan has been to see me, 
and we had a very affable conversation. He 
said: ‘General, my letter did not refer to you, 
but to things which have been done in the past 
by the Indian Administration.’

The bulkiness can be taken out of 
the silver dollar in no time by Congress passing 
a law that everv one has the right to deposit bis 
silver dollars and “bullion” in the United 
States Treasury, and receive a certificate there- 
for calling for so many dollars, or so much silver 
bullion representing so many dollars. This 
kind of currency would be the best and most 
stable of the world, because it would 
not 2 of,” but the 
representative real money.

The last work of Bavanp Tron, contain- 
ing the above lines, has hardly made its 
appearance before the telegraph announees 
the sad tidings of the death of its writer. It 
is but a few months ago that the venerable 
WIA Cutten Beranr presided at the 
banquet given to Mr. Tartor upon the eve 
of his departure to Berlin to assume his 
duties as Minister of the United States to 

rmany, and delivered a parting address 
full of kindly feeling, to which Mr. TarrLon 
feelingly responded. Since his departure 
Mr. Burat has passed away, and the Janu- 
ary number of the Atlantic Monthly contains 
a poetical tribute to his memory from Mr. 
Tarros's pen, and now the latter has gone 
to join his friend, and a great name has 
dropped out of the list of our living writers. 

The story of his life is briefly told, for it 
hag been mainly spent in travel and books, 
and the former has been largely utilized in 
the service of the latter. He was born in 
Chester County, Pa., Jan. 11, 1825, and in 
1842 commenced his life work as an appren- 
tice in a printing-oflice in West Chester. 
Three years afterwards he made a tour 
through Europe on foot, and upon his retarn 
in 1846 published “ Views Afoot, or Europe 
Seen, with Knapsack and Staff,” which 
aroused a very genera) ambition among tour- 
ists to rave: in the same pedestrian style. 
During the next year he edited a newspaper 
ir Phoenixville Fa., and then went to New 
Vork, where he became identified with the 

Tribune, to which journal he has contributed 
more or less ever since, and in which many 
of his smaller works have made their 
first eppesrance. in 1849 he made 
the tour of California, and returned 
by way of Mexico. The year 
1851 was spent in the East, and during his 
tour he ascended the Nile and also traversed 
a large portion of Asia Minor. In 1852 he 
set out from England, crossing Asia to Cal- 
cutta, thence going to China, where he joined 
Commodore Pexer’s Japan expedition. In 
1862-'3 he was Secretary of Legation at St. 
Petersburg, Snow Cameron then being Min- 
ister. After residing some time in Germany, 
for which country he had a special affection, 
be returned to his native land and made sev- 
eral lecture touts which were remarkably 
successful, as few lecturers ever had so much 
to say to people that was new and entertain- 
ing. In 1874 he revisited Egypt, and in the 
same year went to Iceland to attend the mil-

and Prince Deukalion (1878). He also 
ventured into the realm of fiction, but not with 
that degree of success which characterized 
his poems and works of travel, and produced 
Hannah Thurston, @ Story of America 
Life (1868); John Godfrey's Fortunes 
(1864); Tbe Story of Kennett” (1866); 
and Joseph and His Friend (1870). In 
translations his work is the most valuable, 
because it is the best that has ever been 
done by an American writer, while in the 
case of his splendid version of GorTur’s 
Faust it may be fairly questioned wheth- 
er it is not the best translation of that great 
poem ever made in any country, In addi- 
tion to his poems, books of travels, novels, 
and translations, he has edited a ‘‘ Cyclopsm- 
dia of Modern Travel,” the Frithiof's Saga,” 
Aversacn’s Villa on the Rhine,” and an 
“ Tilustrated Library of Travel, Exploration, 
and Adventure.” The same graceful work 
which he has done for foreign authors has 
been done for many of his own works, which 
have been translated into German, French, 
and Russian. 

His literary activity continued to the very 
close of his life. If we are not mistaken, one 
of his strongest reasons for wishing the 
position to which President Hu vs appointed 
him was that he might be where he could 
easily secure materials for his Life of 
Goethe,” upon which he was at work when 
death suddenly intervened and the pen 
dropped from his hands. Few American 
writers will be so sincerely mourned, for few 
of them areso well known to the people. 
His strong, rugged, vigorous nature, his 
genial, hospitable, manly bearing, the parity 
as well as excellence of his works, and his 
chivalrous character as a gentleman, will 
commend his memory to his countrymen. 
The story of his death will be told and his 
memory will be tenderly recalled in almost 
every part of the world. Among the snows 
of Iceland, in the shadow of the Pyramids, 
under the palms of India, wherever his rest- 
less feet have wandered, there will be 
friends who will be pained to know that this 
great strong heart has ceased to beat, aud 
that the wanderer is forever at rest.

MUNICIPAL DEBTS IN ILLINOIS. 

The Auditor of State has rendered a great 
public service by the collection and publica- 
tion in his annual report of the full statistics 
of the public indebtedness of the counties, 
cities, towns, and school districts of the State 
of Illinois. The debt is, in the aggregate, 
enormous, and illustrates the fatal conse- 
quences of the facility of issuing bonds and 
expending the money, and then mourning 
over the grievous burden of debt. 

Every county in the State returns a list of 
indebtedness in some form. There are 23 
counties which owe no county debt, and 
these are Boone, Bureau, Carroll, Coles, De- 
Kalb, DuPage, Edwards, Henry, Kane, Knox, 
Lake, LaSalle, Marion, McDonough, Me- 
Lean, Rock Island, Scott, Shelby, Stark, St. 
Clair, Whiteside, Will, and Woodford. Bat 
the indebtedness of townships in many of 
these counties is large. The least debt is 
that of Boone, which owes $50 town debt and 
$350 school district, making a total of $400. 
Marion owes only $8,000, of which over 
$7,000 is for school districts. The indebt- 
edness is under four heads: 1, of counties; 
2, of townships; 3, of incorporated ‘ cities, 
villages, and towns; and 4, of school dis- 
tricts. These debts as classified aggregate as 
follows :

Of the debt of incorporated cities, etc., 
$15,955,473 represents the debt of Chicago, 
Hyde Park, and some of the villages of this 
county. The total indebtedness of this coun- 
ty, including that of the city, is $22,655, 473, 
of which the county debt is $4,411,500, not 
including the $750,000 recently voted by the 
people of the county. The debt of the coun- 
ties, townships, and cities in the State, ont- 
side of Cook County, is $28,287,218, of 
which about $15,000,000 is debt contracted 
some years ago in aid of railroads. 

The majority of this indebtedness was in- 
curred between 1868 and 1871, and a large 
proportion of the railroad-aid debt bears 10 
per cent interest. The debt of this city 
bears 6 or 7 per cent, most of the school dis- 
trict debt bears 10 per cent, and the charge 
for interest on the indebtedness outside of 
this county will, we suppose, bear an average 
of 9 per cent interest. Somebody holds 
these $52,000,000 of bonds. Under the law 
of the State all these bonds if held in Illinois 
are subject to taxation at an average of 2} 
per cent annually, It is the existence of 
this law which renders the interest on all 
bonds and on all private mortgages in this 
and other Western States so great. The 
whole assessed value of bonds end stocks 
held by individuals in this State, and, 
of course, all subject to taxation, is 
$884,000. That is all that the Assessor 
can find, and to secure a tax of 2} per cent 
on that sum—a tax distributed among the 
State, the cities, towns, and counties, aggre- 
gating something less than $23,000—the 
people of Illinois subject themselves to pay 
from 2 to 3 per cent additional interest per 
annum on $52,000,000 of municipal debt. 
The whole valuation of mortgages returned 
for taxation is 86301, 500, on which the reve- 
nue collected is about $7,500 a year, and to 
collect this sum of tax from ‘‘ capital” the 
people. of Illinois pay from 2 to 8 per cent 
additional interest on the 6300, 0,000 to 
secure which they have executed mortgages, 
In the endeavor to punish “capital,” the 
law levies a tax on all mortgages, and 
other securities in this State, and to get 
about $30,000 revenue it furnishes the pre- 
text for demanding and exacting from the 
borrowers of $300,000,000 private debts 
end $52,000,000 municipal debt from 
2 to 3 per cent additional. annual

empt from taxation for any purpose in Illi- 
nois, we have no doubt that the new issue 
could be. readily disposed of at a rate of 
interest not exceeding 7 per cent, which 
would be in many cases equal to an 
annual saving of 3 per cent; in the cases of 


and Springfield, such bonds could find a 
ready market at 5 or 6 per cent. If the 
Legislature at the same time would exempt 
from taxation in this State all mortgages is- 
sued in renewal of existing mortgages for 
money loaned on lands, the farmers and all 
others who are now paying 9 and 10 per cent 
interest could possibly find an abundance of 
money at 6 to 7 per cent interest where the 
security is ample. Such a relief to the 
debtor class would be equal to a donation of 
many millions of dollars annually. There ig 
an abundance of money seeking investment, 
but it is terrified at the ghost of taxation. If 
that ghost, which yields no revenue, were 
removed, much of the million of dollars a 
day which is forced on the Government for 
untaxed 4 per cent bonds would readily seek 
6 or 7 per cent mortgages on improved 
farms. 

The exemption from taxes of municipal 
bonds (Illinois) and of mortgages and all other 
loans of money on taxed property in this State 
would invite hither such an abundance of 
cspital seeking investment that, without the 
actual loss of any revenue, the people and 
municipalities of Illinois would be able to 
fund all their existing bonded and mortgage 
indebtedness now bearing from 8 to 10 per 
cent interest at comparatively low rates. Is 
it not time that, in view of the past heavy 
exactions for interest, the people of 
this State should see that in order to bor- 
row money at cheap rates this abortive tax 
on loans, public and private, should be re- 
pealed, and money be permitted to come 
hither and be loaned freely ? .

SOLUTION OF THE SILVER QUESTION. 

Mr. Larnnor, the Representative in Con- 
gress from the Fourth District in this State, 
is to be congratulated upon the introduction 
of a bill which, if it shall become a law, will 
put anend to the silver discussion and re- 
establish the monetary system of the nation 
on the same basis that existed at the time 
specie payments were suspended, It will 
satisfy the advocates of the double standard, 
because it will make the silver dollar the 
equal of the gold dollar; it may not satisfy 
the advocates of the single standard, because 
their purpose is to make the dollar dear by 
limiting the coinage to a single metal, but it 
will prevent them from characterizing stand- 
ard silver as an ‘' 85-cent dollar, because it 
will have the effect of restoring the former 
bullion value of sil¥Ver as compared with 
gold. The bill is Yery properly entitled 
An act to place the silver coinage of the 
United States upon the basis of its intrinsic 
value,” for that will be precisely the effect of 
its passage. 

The bill, briefly summarized, provides (1) 
that every owner of silver may take his bull- 
ion to any United States mint and have it 
coined into dollars, half-dollars, quarter- 
dollars, and dimes; (2) that the subsidiary 
coins shall have the same relative intrinsic 
value as the dollars; (3) that the coinage of 
the present debased subsidiary silver shall 
ceage, and that the debased coins now out- 
standing shall be recoined as rapidly as they 
shall be paid into the United States Treasury; 
(4) that all silver coins shall thereafter be 
full legal-tender, with the subsidiary coins 
redeemable in silver dollars when presented 
in sums not less than $20; and (5) that the 
only charge on coinageof silver shall be for 
refining, or separating when the bullion pre- 
sented at the mint is not of the proper stand- 
ard. Under the operation of this law the 
coinage of silver will be unrestricted and on 
equal footing with the coinage of gold, and 
every American silver dollar, and every frac- 
tional part thereof, will have a larger relative 
value than any silver coins of the European 
nations. 

The passage of this bill would bring about 
genuine remonetization of silver in this 
country, which cannot fairly be said to have 
occurred under the limitations and restric- 
tions of the present law, and especially as 
the present law has been interpreted and 
executed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
It would for the first time restore the option 
of paying in either metal, which we have 
before characterized as the essence of the 
double standard, because it would for the 
first time provide the facilities for silver 
coinage requisite to placing one metal on a 
plane with the other. It would enable re- 
monetization of silver to accomplish what 
the friends of that policy have always prom- 
Wed it would, VI.: the restoration of an 
equilibrium of values between gold and sil- 
ver. So long as the coinage of silver dollars 
is restricted to the Government, and limited 
even below the current product of the 
American mines alone, there is no draft upon 
the disused stock of silver in Europe, and no 
chance for increasing the value by increasing 
the demand. Free coinage of siiver will 
make a demand upon the stock of silver 
bullion, and at the same time diminish the 
exclusive use of gold so as to bring the two 
metals back to their ordinary relative values. 

It will be foolish to urge as an objection 
to this measure that the United States will 
soon be flooded with French and other 
European silver which will come here for 
recoinage. No coins from France, or any 
other country where the double standard 
prevails, will come to America any more than 
they do now, for the very good reason that 
they are worth more tothe people at home 
in their present shape than can be realized 
upon them by exportation to this country. 
Five'silver franes tontain only fifteen and 
one-half times as much silver as the gold 
5-frane piece contains pf gold, but are full 
legal-tender at home and of equal nominal 
value with the gold coin; to. send them to 
this country for recoinage in American silver 
coin, which cointains sixteen times as much 
silver as the gold coin of the same face 
value has of gold, would be to sacrifice 3 
per cent on their current value, The French 
people are too provident, and the Americans 
too shrewd, to go into a losing speculstion 
of this kind. The same is true of all other 
current foreign silver coins, because the 
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ratio of 15) to 1 is universal outside of 
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to. get rid of it,

and when that amount shall be absorbed by 
American ; this country and all 
others can only look forward to the current 
product of the mines. ‘The effect of free 
coinage, or genuine remonetization, of silver 
will be to discount the actual demand and 
almost immediately restore the old ratios of 
values between silver and gold.. The only 
embarrassment the American people 
will encousater..jin the future will arise 
from the excessive proportionate weight of 
our silver coins; and to keep the silver in 
circulation it will be necessary, sooner or 
later, either to reduce the weight of the sil- 
ver coins or increase the weight of the gold 
dollars by 3 per cent to correspond to the 
European ratio; otherwise the silver coins 
will disappear as they did before the suspen- 
sion of specie payments by reason of being 
over-weighted. 

There is only one defect in the Larnnor 
bill, and this may be easily remedied. It 
should provide for the retirement and recoin- 
age of the outstanding trade dollars, so as to 
place al the silver coins of the country upon 
the same footing of intrinsic value. Such a 
provision can be inserted without embarrass- 
ing the bill, which will then be able to defy 
criticism, and will probably secure from the 
next Congress, if not from the present, such 
a majority, that the President will not even 
try to defeat it by a veto. It is to be regret- 
ted that Mr. Larnnor's constituents in the 
Fourth District did not renominate and re- 
elect him to seoure the passage of this bill 
in the next Congress, in case it fail in this 
Congress, as they surely would have done 
had he introduced it at the last session.

A NEW KIND OF COMMUNISM. 

An article in the latest number of the New 
York Public fully confirms what we have 
already published concerning the compara- 
tive prices of the last twenty-eight years. 
The editor of that journal bas extended his 
investigation and has now tables that cover 
the prices of over 800 articles, represent- 
ing, as he says, * over four-fifths in value of 
all articles entering into commerce or con- 
sumption in this country.” A comparison has 
been carried back as far as 1859, and in the 
case of the more important articles as far as 
1825. In advance of making a public ex- 
hibit of these tables the Public gives the 
following summary of the result; 

No reason fs found to question the substantial 
correctness of previous comparisons based upon 
quotations of a much smaller number ef the must 
important representative articles. So close, in 
deed, is the correspondence of results that, while 
the representative articles show a relation of 
prices in 1860 and 1878 as 100 to 81.60, the com- 
parwon of many hundred articles indicates tnus 
far a relation of 100 te 81. 77. The approximate 
correctness of the following ratios, reducing 
quotations to gold, may therefore be affirmed, viz. : 
$100 in 1860 equals n purchasing power $126 
in 1864, and $124 in 1873, and $81.67 Nov. 1, 1878. 
The shrinking in the average gold value of com- 
modities exclusive of all stocks or bonds, and of all

It is thie general fact with which we are 
concerned; so that, when the editor of the 
Publie says that there is no conclusive 
proof that any part of the decline in prices 
was due to a change in the volume of specie 
in use” (I. ¢., by the disuse of silver in Ger- 
many and elsewhere), we may fairly refuse

In other words, even if we admitted (which 


we do not) that this frightful decline in 
prices, or corresponding increase in the pur- 
chasing value of money, had been brought 
about without being influenced at all by the 
insane act of Germany in demonetizing sil- 
ver, then we could still maintain with force 
and fairness that this revulsion in prices 
should not be made to bear still harder upon 
debtors, property-owners, and taxpayers by 
compelling them to make all their pay- 
ments in one kind of money instead of the 
two kinds of money which prevailed when 
they bought their property, when they went 
into debt, and when they agreed to submit 
to a certain rate of taxation. 

We do not care to follow the Pudiic into the 
details of its foolish argument to show that 
the disuse of silver as money has not been a 
factor in the decline of prices, but are con- 
tent with the remark that the “ credits,” to 
the contraction or expansion of which he 
attributes a change of prices in the main, are 
based upon and largely governed by the 
volume of specie money, and hence are 
themselves primarily affected by so serious a 
contraction as the withdrawal of the entire 
stock of one of the two metals in monetary 
use. But, without reverting to the argu- 
ments that might be made proand con on 
this proposition, the fact remains, according 
tothe showing made by the Pudiic itself, 
that $81.67 in gold to-day will purchase as 
much of any given commodity as $124 in 
gold would have purchased in 1878. The 
five years intervening constitute, asa rule, 
the extreme limit of life in private 
loans; hence the exaction of payment 
in gold to-day of a debt contracted 
five years ago, when both gold and silver 
were available as money, is an extortion of 
over 40 per cent more than the debtor ex- 
pected or contracted to pay or the creditor 
expected to receive when the transaction 
took place, Isn’t it monstrous, then, to 
characterize the standard silver dollar as an 
‘* 85-cent dollar, or to intimate that the 
debtor class are trying to swindle the credit- 
or class by insisting upon the privilege of 
paying in the cheaper metal or upon a mone- 
tary basis which includes both metals? Even 
in transactions made on a specie basis five 
years ago and payments made in silver to. 
day, the creditor will receive a sum of money 
that has a purchasing value of over 25 per 
cent more than the gold loaned five years 
ago. But the money-lending class are not 
satisfied with this; they demand over 40 per 
cent, The debtor has a moral right to re- 
sist any such extortion.

To which he 
said: ‘I don’t know.’ She then said that Mack 
reteived $30 from a butcher the day before.”

I sent for him four weeks after the threat to 
come back. I told the bays not to tell Mack 
about ns coming. I had not consalted with my 
busband. I did not consult with him—I don’t 
know why. I didn't put up the ladder or in- 
struct anybody to. They both knew of the 
ladder. I knew he was coming in and out at the 
ladder. I was fairly friendly with him. I had 
made up before they went. Mack wanted to 
turn him off, and took that as an excuse to get 
rid of him, because they had the fuss. I re- 
member when Dickerson was arrested by Wil- 
kins. Ditkerson told me that he had been ar- 
rested by Mack. I asked him what for. He 
said for threatening to kill him. I 
did not ‘say anything, and he passed 
out of the room. I asked him, ‘is 
that sot’ and he said, ‘Yes; for threatening 
to kill.’ That was the end of the conversation. 
I did not fly toa passion, Others there ‘could 
judge better than I. I did not say anything 
about releasing Dickerson. Tbe fuss was in 
corn-planting time, the last of April or the Ist 
of May, two weeks prior to the arrest. ‘hey 
shook bands.

FINANCIAL. 


Gold was sold at par in New York. In Chicago, 
New York gold exchange was 100%, and gold coin 
100K 

The dissatisfaction of the bankers with the de- 
termination of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
pay dedt - interest at Chicago after Jan. 1 in green- 
backs or coin checks does not abate. The bankers 
had their bonds registered with interest payable at 
Chicago for the purpose of being able to get the 
gold here. They object to payment in legal- 
tenders or in checks that can be converted into 
gold only by~transportation to New York. The 
amount involved is so small that it seems bardiy 
worth Secretary Sherman's while to reverse the 
practice of tne Department. The amount of coin 
paid on quarterly-interest checks last year by 
all the Treasury offices was $18. 500,000, of which 
$17,500,000 was paid at New York, Boston, Bal- 
timore, and Philadelphia, leaving only $1, 000, 000 
to be disbursed at the Western and Southern Sub- 
Treasuries. 

The bankers of Cincinnati are as much disturbed 
as those of Chicago by the instructions of Secreta- 
ry Sherman to the Sub-Treasuries, outside of New 
York, to pay im greenbacks or New York gold 
checks after Jan. 1 the Gevt-interest that has 
hitherto been payabie in the coin itself. The 
Cashier of the First National Bank of Cincinnati 
nas written to Secretary Sherman as follows: 

It this plan is carried out I beg to say that it will 
create a good deal of unpieasant feeling in this 
community among people who will at first desire 
gold, I trust that you will give instructions taat 
will enable us to collect coupons and 1 

as usual, in gold. It is not expected tha 
the demand will continue for any length of Pag 
toot I bet — that in our judgment it snould 
be freeiy met in the outset. 

Secretary Sherman's discontinuance of the prac- 
tice of keeping separate accounts of coin and 
green backs ic interpreted“ us a device for keeping 
the public ignorant how resumption proceeds. The 
coin balance might be reduced $100, 000,000, and 
the currency balance correspondingly increased, 
without its being known. 

Two interesting minor incidents on the day gold 
sold at par were that on that day the last page was 
reached of the record-book in which the gold sales 


at the Stock Exchange were entered, and that on 


the same day the Government receipts from inter- 
nal taxes in currency aod customs daties in coin 
were exactly equa). 

The Cincinnati Fugutrer gives an editorial place 
to the statement that one of the editors of a 
prominent New York daily paper, and a great 
bullionist, declared at a dinner party Thursday 
night last that the Government would be compell- 
ed to suspend specie-payments before the 10th of 
January; that a combination had been made by 
the banks to takc all the gold Mr. Sherman had in 
the Treasury, The story ie absurd. not because the 
gold could not be drawn out. if the combination had 
the greenbacks. but because the greenbacks for 
euch a run cannot be had in New York. All the 
Clearing-House banks of New York hold a total of 
only 540. 478. 300 in greenbacke. These green- 
backe are more desirable to them than the gold 
would de. 

Ope of our Chicago banks tried the experiment 
of paving out a small sum of gold. Various par- 
ties to whom ii was offered retused it. on tbe 
ground of its inconvenience. Finally, a young 
man who had never geen gold in circulation took 
it for the noveity of the thing. 

‘The streneth of the Government-bond market 
and the firmness of prices, except where affected 
by refunding operations, are the best test of the con- 
fidence with which resumption is awaited. The 
Secretary of the Treasury has full power 
tw sell an unlimited amount of 5 per 
cent bonds at par to execute the Resumption act. 
The 8 per cents are now selling at 106%@106. 
They are sterdy at that price, and have shared the 
upward movement with thé rest of the list. If 
there were the breath of a suspicion that the resump- 
tion of specie payments were to be imperiled by 
any Combination or run, and that the Secretary 
might have to resort to his power to sell 4, 44%. or 
even 5 per cent bonds at par, prices would infalli- 
bly ‘have indicated it. 

A veteran Chicago financier declares the only 
thing to mar his perfect faith that resumption 
will de successful is that everybody is saying it will 
surely succeed. His experience has been that it is 
usually safe to bet against the crowd. 

The call forthe last outstanding 5-20s of 1865 had 
a weakening influence on the ‘67s and "68s, which

WEST TOWN BOARD. 
THE 2 PER CENT QUESTION. 

A special meeting of the West Town Board was 
held last evening at the West ‘Town offices on Hal- 
sted street, near Madison, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the 2 per cent matter, and, if possible. of 
coming to some ¢onclusion as to the duty of the 
Board, if ithad any particular duty, in the prem- 
ises. Justice Scully presided, and all tus mem- 
bers were present except Supervisor Gurney. 

Justice Seully stated thet the meeting had been 
called at the request of some of the Justices, the 
object being to consider the propriety of tak:ng 
some action in regard to the 2 per cent on coilec- 
tions retained by Collector Hoffmann. If there 
was anything to be done by the Town Board he 
thought it would be well to understand it without 
further delay, or at any rate that the responsibility, 
if any, ve placed where it belonged. 

Justice Sheridan did not think it was this Board's 
duty to take any action. The Town Auditing 
Board were the proper parties, in his opinion, and, 
after they had completed their accounts, the mat- 
ter was ended, so far as the Board was concerned. 
If any money was retained, it belonged to the city, 
or any party on behalf of the people, to bring 
suit to recover. 

Justice Ingersol] hunted up the law on the sub- 
jects quoting Sees. 132, 133, 138, and 262 of the 

evenuse law. Thetown, he said, certainly had 
no complaint to make, the report of Supervisor 
Pederson showing that Collector Hoffmann had 
turned over all the town moneys. As to the city 
taxes, it had been repeatedly decided thatthe max- 
imum amount te which the Collector was entitled 
was 2 per cent on $75, 000, or 51. 500. If Collector 
Hoffmann had retained anything in excess of this, 
he was liable to prosecution, according to the law, 
as he interpreted it. 

Justice Scully said the question was whether Col- 
lector Hoffmann should not turn over the 2 per 
cent of city collections that is, this alleged excess 
— into the Town Treasury, where it was claimed it 
belo 1 
Justice Ingersoll didn't see that this 2 per cent 
was town money. There was no pretense tnat 
Collector Hoffmann had not turned over all the 
town money. and, if the city felt avvgrieved, why, let 
it sue to recover, or let somebody sue the Collector 
for the use of the city. He failed utterly to see 
what the Town of West Chicago had to do with the 
matter. 

Justice Scully said Judge Jameson had decided, 
Or at least the claim was made that he had decided, 
in the Soutu Town case that the 2 per cent re- 
tained on city collections in that case belonged to 
the town. 

Justice Ingersoll didn’t so understand it. And 
Justice Sheridan observed that he South Town had 
levied no tax. 

Justice Morrison — it time to take up the 
question and discuss it thoroughiy, and he re- 
grettea that the Supervisor was abeent. If there 
was anything left „ he thought it ehould be 
done at once. 

Justice Scally suggested that the Supervisor 
would do well to 

TAKE LEGAL ADVICE 
as to his duty in the premises. 

Justice Ingersoll dida't see what on earth the 
Supervisor to do with this matter. In fact, it 
was the city business. and no one’s else. 

Justice Sheridan thought it might be taken for 
granted that Supervisor Gurney had taken legal ad- 
vice as to his duty ia the premises.

HIS EARLY RETURN—ADVENTURES ABROAD. 

It is provable that Charles W. Angel) will reach 
this city a little after the lst of Jannary. Accord- 
ing to the best information obtainable, be will go 
in charge of au officer to Cadiz, Spain, where he 
will be at once transferred to the Havana steamer. 
When be reaches that point he will be put on an 
American vessel, and brought directly to New 
York. ‘There was a hope at one time that he might 
be brought straight from Lisbon on an American 
naval. veseel,-on some one of those attached to 
the Mediterranean equadron which might happen 
to be on her homeward way. That, however, it is 
believed, has been given up, and the idea of bring- 
ing him home by the way of Havana adopted m- 
stead. 

It now appears that the 980. 000 which was re- 
covered from Angell comprises nearly all of what 
he actually took with him. It seems that. before 
his departare, he was heavily in debt to the Com- 
pany, and had been equandering its funds in one 
or another extrayagance. It is probable that he 
found himself so deep in the mire and saw ex- 
posure so near, that he concluded the best thing to 
do was to take all he could lay his hands on and 
leave. While the defalcation amounts to $120, 000, 
he probably did not take more than $100, 000 with 
him. Of that sum he squandered a considerable 
portion in riotous livius while at Rio, and had only 
about £80, 000 left when cavtured. 

It seems that he took the steamer from New 
York to Bremen, stopped off at Southampton, and 
there went almost immediately on board the Rio 
steamer. He had time rey while at South- 
ampton to get a passport as a British subject under 
the name of Seymour, and under that title he mas- 
queraded constantly up to the date of hie arrest. 
On arriving at Rio he n to the people 
whom he met there that he bad just come into the 
possession of a large sum of money through inher- 
itance. He bad become disgusted and tired of 
English society, and had concluded to go to Brazil 
and invest in a coffee plantation. He was shown 
around a number of plantations, but before he had 
made a pu ae ran across seven. or eight 


Americans and had 


tioned, and mentioned, too, 

terms. He got a Uttie 

concluded that possibly it might not be 

stay there. and. after a few weeks of 

ietence, in which he changed bis hotel a number of 
times, he told his acquaintances that the climate 
did not agree with him, andthathe should vo to 
England.

Last night a 
TRIBUNE reporter called and delivered §9 which 
had been left at the office of this paper.

Let the reader imagine the 
front room, about ten feet square, the ceilmg low 
and windows small, —everythmg biack and 
grimy with the dirt which has accumulated 
while the heads of the house watched and 
touded pring.

A few drops 
sirup of squills, administered three or four 
tines a day, is her only nourishment. Her pretty, 
gentle little face und delicate bands are streaked 
with dirt and het hair hangs in mats about her 
face neck. She haé not been washed 
during her sickness, not com nor her 
garments changed, nor her bed aired aed made up 
with fresh linen. And she has nothing but a bad 
cold“! The mother, an honest-faced, industrious 
woman, has more than she can do to care for the 
four others. What time can she bestow upon the 
dying child, —the dead emid if nothing be done for 
ber? Words cannot describe the mother's eu fferings. 
She bas known sleepless nights of unceasin 
watching and waiting, days of self -starvation 
agony as abe saw the ghastiv angel of starva- 
tion advancing upon her tittle ones. . She has not 
bad time to eat. the time, there was noth- 
ing to eat. The father seems to be affected b 
his bardehipe so that he is incapacitate 
from useful action and enervetic work. He has 
eaten nothing: has slept not at all, and spent his 
days in shivering abont from store to store looking 
for work, all im vam. Hungry, tired, crazy 
— he was when found out in his criminal 
price. 

Dirty, ragged, forlorn, negiected. and broken- 
down are the people. So isthe house. ignorance, 
poverty, marriage, an army of chiidren, sickness, 
and paupery, seems to be the history of Olwer F.

Now, then. if be had not entered into this trade, 
ne would have received $5 for those ten chickens, 
but, now that he has to lump them with B. he is 
obliged to seil those last ten chickens five for $2, 
which only gives him $4, hence the loss of $1 to A.

Cricaeo, Dec. 19.—The figures do not lie“ m 
this case, because the terms of sale are not equiva- 
lent to the two different methods proposed. This 
may appear in two or three ways. An equal num- 
ber of chickens at 50 cents each and 33% cents 
each respectively Will average 41% cents each, but 
five for $2 is only 40 cents each, a difference of $1 
for sixty chickens. Selling in sets of five at the 
prices tirst named would require three B's 
chickens and two of A's foreach set, which would 
exhaust B's chickens first, and the remaining ten 


of B's would have to be sold at 40 cents apiece in- 


stead of 50, a difference of $1. Te sell $25 worth 
in sets of five for $2 would require twelve and one- 
half sets, or twenty-five of A’s chickens and thir- 
ty-seven and one-half of B's, instead of thirty of 
each, as provided in the problem.

REPUDIATED. 

Col bunt, 8. C., Dec. 19.—The Court of 
Claims bas announced its decision upon ques- 
tions ip relation to the portion of the consoli- 
dated bonds, coupons, and certificates of stock 
under the act of 1873 known as the Consolida- 
tion act. The opinion holds that the vouchers 
upon which said consolidated bonds and stocks 
were issued, amounting to $1,500,000, were not 
issued in accordance with the law, and that the 
consolidated bouds and stovks exchanged for 
said vouchers, so far as they rest thereon for 
their validity, are vot binding obligations upon 
the State of South Carolina. Tbe opinion is 
pronoanced by Judges Thomson and Aldrich, 
and a dissenting opinion was filed by Judge 
Hudson. The matter will be carried to the Su- 
preme Court in the interest of the bondholders.
